THE WAY TO SLAHXET HORSES. 


But few jieoplo, comparatively, un- 


derstand lioiv to blanket « horse, to pro- 
tect him Irom contracting cold. 
Wo 


f rcqiiently see the blanket folded double, 
and laid across the rump and a part of 
llio animal's back, leaving those parts of 
the body that need protection entirely 
exposed to cold storms and chilling 
winds. 


Those purls of the body of n horse 


which surround the lungs require the 
bent-lit of a blanket in preference to his 
II.inks and rump. 
When we are expos- 


ed to a currant of cold air to guard 
against any injury from contracting 
cold we shield our shoulders, neck, chest 
mul buck. H these, parts bo kept pro- 
tected, the lower part nf tho body will 
omliiro a degree of cold fur more in- 
tense, without any injury.to tho body, 
than if thu lungs were, not warm with 
suitable covering. The same 
thing 


holds in the protection of horses. Tlio 
blanket should cover the neck, withers 
and .shoulders, and be brought around 
the breast, and be buttoned or buckled 
as closely ns a man buttons his over- 
coiit. J.et the lungs of a horso be pro- 
tec'.tetl with a heavy blanket, and he 
will seldom contract cold, even if the 
hindmost parts of his body are not cov- 
ered. 


Wo refer more parlie.uliirly to blank- 


eting horses that have become unusual- 
ly w;inn by violent e.xerlion or hard 
diiving. and exposing them ton cm-runt 
of cold air while standing still. 


Many of our best tenmsters protect 


the breasts of their horses by u piece of 
heavy cloth about two feet Btpiani, 
liiinging down fiom tho lower find of 
the collar. This is an excellent prac- 
tice, in cold weather, as tho most im- 
portant part of HID animal is shielded 
Irom cold wind, especiiilly when travell- 
ing toward a sliong current. Tho for- 
ward end 01' tho horse blanket hliould 
be made to fit as closely around the 
breast of a liorau ns our garments lit 
our bodies, 


.Moit horses will contract u violent 


cold almost as noon as a man, If not 
blanketed while they stand still, utter 
having been exercised as violently as 
to product! piol'iiso perspiration. 
So 


long as a horso is kept in motion, there 
is liUlu danger of his snOViing any in- 
convenience from cold winds. 
Jinl, nl. 


low him to stand a few moments while 
loading or unloading, without a heavy 
blanket to protect his shoulders and 


suctions, by imitating the practice of 
our Washington comity friends, can .se- 
cure. in it measure their thrift. One 
thing for which Washington county is 
remarkable Is DioaUonllon which sheep 
owners give to the improvement of. their 
Hocks, and the constant effort 
they 


make to hold them lo tho highest stand-
